to govern Lebanon Fahd accepts fealty pledge 


BEIRUT. June 14 (R) — President Elias 
Sarkis Monday brought leaders of Lebanon's 
political factions together on a “national sal- 
vation board" lo help the government to deal 
with the Israeli invasion. 

5rate-run Beirut radio announced the 
move after Israeli forces advanced overnight 
in the hills above Beirut to link up with right- 
wing Christian militias and encircle Palesti- 
nian commandos entrenched in the city. 
According to a statement from the presi- 
dency quoted by the radio, those named to 
the board are President Sarkis: Prime Minis- 
ter Shafiq Wazzan. Bashir Gemayel. com- 
mander of the rightwing militias. Nasri 
Maalouf of the rightist National Liberal 
Party. Walid Junblatt. leader of the National- 
ist Movement. Nabih Bern of the Amai 
movement and Foreign Minister Fuad But- 
ros. 

The first meeting was set for Monday in the 
presidential palace just above the hill of 
Baabda where hundreds of Israeli troops with 
tanks and armored personnel carriers have 
set tip headquarters since Sunday night. 

Correspondents found the main street in 
Baabda Monday morning lined with Israeli 
armor. A colonel briefed reporters in the 
courtyard of a chateau overlooking Beirut 
which had been taken over as brigade head- 
quarters. 

Col. Neeman said Israeli forces pushing up 
from the coast south of Beirut into the 
wooded hills above had linked up with the 
rightwing militias at the village of Baeaba two 
days ago. From there, they advanced .about 
six kms through mostly rightistheld territory 
and late Sunday night occupied Baabda. 
“ The military operation is more or less over.” 
he said. 


Col. Neeman said his forces did not want to 
push down into Beirut where the Palestinian. 
Lebanese nationalist and Amai farces were 
trapped between the sea. the Israelis and 
their rightist enemies. “We don’t want to go 
to town, we don’t want any fight in the city.” 
he said. 

Military experts believe that the Israelis 
are reluctant to fight in Beirut because of the 
heavy casualties they would inevitably suffer 
in street-to-street fighting. But they said the 
Israelis are probably also unwilling to leave 
the Palestinian leadership intact and its men 
firmly entrenched in the city as they are at 
present. 

As the colonel spoke, the thud of artillery 
fire sounded from the hills to the south and 
smoke streamed up from the woods, suggest- 
ing that Israeli forces were still meeting resis- 
tance there. 

The Israelis invaded Lebanon eight days 
ago with the stated aim of driving Palestinian 
commandos out of artilJeiy range of northern 
Israel. They quickly overran much of the 
south of the country and reached the south- 
ern outskirts of Beirut, although they had to 
fight fierce battles with Syrian troops on three 
fronts until a ceasefire was arranged with 
Damascus last Friday. 

They also met tough resistance from Pales- 
tinians and their allies inside Palestinian 
strongholds in South Lebanon and on the 
edge of Beirut 

In Tel Aviv. Israel said Monday its invasion 
army had cut off Beirut and trapped about 
5.000 Palestinian commandos inside the 
besieged Lebanese capital.

Soviets ask Israel to pull out 


MOSCOW, June 14 (Agencies) — The 
Soviet Union Monday demanded a with- 
drawal of Israeli troops from Lebanon and 
warned Tel Aviv that its actions threatened 
Soviet interests. 

A Soviet government statement, published 
by the official Tass news agency, described 
the Israeli invasion, of South Lebanon as a 
“criminal act of genocide.” The Middle hast 
’is an area situated in the direct vicinity of the 
Sevier Chuon's southern borders and events 
there are bound lo affect the interests of the 
USSR. We warn Israel of this” the statement 
said. 

'• “The Soviet government demands that this 
brazen aggression be ended. The Soviet 
Union will play its role to establish a secure 
peace in the region." the statement added. It 
said the Israeli action had clearly been under- 
taken within the framework of Tei Aviv's 
strategic alliance with Washington. 

The "undeclared wat" had exposed plans 
to dismember Lebanon and deploy a multina- 
tional force, led by U.S. troops, on its territ- 


ory. "In the interests of peace in the Middle 
hast and in the wide interests of international 
security, active and urgent steps are 
necessary to stop the aggression, to slop the 
fighting and bring about a withdrawal of 
Israeli troops from Lebanese territory.” the 
statement said. 

The Soviet government statement said 
Israeli forces were exterminating Palestinians 
wholesale and trying to “drown in blood the 
struggle of the Palestinian people for their 
freedom and independence.” It said Israel 
had gambled on Arab disunity in launching 
its attack and suggested Tel Aviv's aim was to 
. subjugate Arab countries one after another 
to its "diktat.” 

“The Soviet Union takes the Arabs’ side 
not only in words but in deeds and presses to 
get the aggressor out of Lebanon,” the state- 
ment added.

Kine 
Abdul Aziz. 

The early maturity displayed by King Fahd 
led his father to entrust to him certain state 
assignments even while he was still young. 
The first high-level government post 
occupied by Fahd was the education portfolio 
in 19S3. when he was only 30 years old. 

Later. Fahd was appointed minister of the 
interior in 1 973. Four years later, he became 
second deputy premier, in addition to assum- 
ing the responsibilities of the interior minis- 
try. This latest title empowered Fahd to pres- 
ide over cabinet meetings on certain occa- 
sions. 

Among the early assignments carried out 
by him during his father's time was his mem- 
bership of the Saudi delegation led by King 
Faisal that represented the Kingdom at the 
establishment of the United Nations in New 
York. 

Fahd had also led the Kingdom's delega- 
tion to the Arab League extraordinary meet- 
ing held in Shtoura. Lebanon, in 1960. In 
addition, he represented his country at the 
second Arab heads of government confer- 
ence which took place in Cairo in May 1 975. 

Fahd also visited Paris in 1967 in response 
to an invitation extended by the French gov- 
ernment. and was received at the time by 
Gen. De Gaulle. In 1 970. Fahd led the King- 
dom's delegation to Britain to discuss the 
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Kins Fahd 9 s pro file

future of the Gulf. 

Five years later, he deputized for King 
Faisal in leading the Saudi delegation to the 
summit conference held by oil-producing 
countries. The same year, in 1 975, he visited 
France and declared at the time that France 
had outlined its policy on the Palestine cause, 
advocating the need for Israel's withdrawal 
from occupied Arab territories and 
safeguarding the rights of the Palestinian 
people. On March 25. 1 975 he was appointed 
Crown Prince and deputy prime minister. 

_ Top positions chaired by Fahd included the 
higher council for petroleum and minerals, 
the higher council for universities, the higher 
council for youth care, the higher educational 
policy committee and the higher committee 
for Haj (pilgrimage) affairs. 

He has also played a leading role in the 
development of the Saudi society through 
many and various positions he occupied. He 
helped consolidate the country’s defense and 
security and achieve a higher rate of 
economic development throujpt utilizing the 
Kingdom's oil royalties in a sound and far- 
sighted manner. 

Fahd is known- to have sought less depen- 
dence on crude oil exports for development 
and encouraged various programs to ensure 
skilled labor, a high standard of public ser- 
vices and prosperity for all classes in addition 


to meeting the quick changes witnessed by 
modern society. 

Fahd has attached special importance to 
ensuring the infrastructure needed to achieve 
the aims of the second five-year development 
plan (1975-80) in the fields of transport, 
communications, rural and municipal affairs 
and housing. He is a strong believer in the 
Kingdom's ability to overcome all obstacles 
and realize prosperity based on Islamic teach- 
ings and values. 

He is also a staunch supporter of industrial 
programs and developing agriculture in the 
Kingdom. Extensive efforts in this direction 
have been made and already home fruit. 

An example of this is the industrial city in 
Jubail as well as that in Yanbu. the formation 


of the state-owned Saudi Arabian Basic 
Industries Company (SAIWC) and encourag- 
ing the private sector to embark on industrial 
schemes. For this purpose, loan facilities 
were provided and customs duties? exemp- 
tions were decreed. 

Agricultural development projects were 
launched in Al-Ahsa. Haradh. Jizan. Qutaif 
and other regions throughout the Kingdom. 

Above all. Fahd underlines the importance 
of the role of the Saudi individual in develop- 
ing the country, and in view of this a stress 
had been made to build more schools, univer- 
sities and training institutions. A developed 
society cannot be achieved unless ignorance 
is eradicated, he believes. 

The King’s views on Arab affairs are based 
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on the policy laid down by the Kingdom's 
founder. King Abdul Aziz, and Kings 
Saud. Faisal and Khaied. He rakes always 
into consideration the higher Arab and 
Islamic interests in winning over the friend- 
ship of other countries and peoples. 

Arab solidarity has been a continuous 
preoccupation of Fahd who also believes in 
establishing fraternal relations with all Mus- 
lim nations and those believing in God. 

While serving as Crown Prince, his visits to 
and discussions with many Arab leaders 
helped consolidate the Kingdom's role as a 
key center for positive Arab action and Arab 
solidarity. Fahd has always affirmed the Arab 
nation's ability to overcome whatever passing 
events which he believes should not affect the 
Arabs' solid stand In facing the common 
danger. 

It is quite natural for the monarch to attach 
special importance to the situation in the G ulf 
in view of the Kingdom' s geographic position 
and its relations with surrounding states. He 
has been keen to safeguard the Arabic 
character of the region, its unity, sovereignty, 
stability and security in countering any fore- 
ign infiltration attempts. 

Moreover, he believes the Kingdom's reg- 
ional policy should be based above all on 
establishing strong economic relations as 
these would culminate in safeguarding the 
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peoples’ interests. 

Fahd has also been advocating economic 
cooperation among the Arab states on a 
coordinated basis taking into consideration 
the interests of ail peoples concerned.

Yemenis register for Lebs 


KUWAIT, June 14 (R) — Kuwait said 
Sunday a new agreement had been reached 
for a meeting between Oman and South 
Yemen in an attempt to normalize relations 
between them. 

A government spokesman said the agree- 
ment was reached after the Kuwait Foreign 
Minister Sheikh Sabah Al-Ahmad Al-Sabah 
contacted Aden and Muscat. The meeting 
would be held in Kuwait in the next few days, 
the spokesman said, but he gave no specific 
date. 

Kuwait had originally arranged for a meet- 
ing on June 5, but South Yemen backed out 
objecting to the downgrading of the talks by 
Oman. The meeting was to be at deputy 
foreign ministers’ level, but Muscat decided 
to send the head of the Arab department of 
the Omani Foreign Ministry. 

It would be the two countries 1 first public 
meeting since South Yemen gained inde- 
pendence 15 years ago. Oman and Kuwait 
are members of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council, which is behind the reconciliation. 

50 extremists 
held in Egypt 

CAIRO. June 14 (R) — Egyptian security 
forces have arrested 50 persons for member- 
ship of an underground Islamic extremist 
organization which seeks to topple the gov- 
ernment by force. Minister of Interior Hassan 
Abu-Basha has said. 

Abu-Basha said that more than 30 extrem- 
ist secret organizations had been uncovered 
and their members rounded up since the 
assassination of President Anwar Sadat last 
October. He did not say when the arrests 
took place. 

Last month, the prosecutor-general asked 
for death sentences for 299 ringleaders of the 
Jihad (holy struggle) underground organiza- 
tion for involvement in the killing of Sadat 
and 87 others, including the policemen who 
died in an attack on the security police head- 
quarters in AsyuL upper Egypt - 

Forty juveniles were also charged earlier 
this month with participation in the killings. 
Five members of Jihad convicted by a milit- 
ary court of killing Sadat were executed last 
April. 


ADEN. June 14 (Agencies) — Hundreds 
of Yemeni youths registered at military cen- 
ters over the weekend for duty in Lebanon to 
help counter the Israeli invasion. 

It was in response to a call by the Yemen 
Socialist Party for volunteers to go to Leba- 
non to fight alongside Palestine Liberation 
Organization commandos and Syrian troops. 

The volunteers continued to appear at. 
military centers in Aden despite an agreed 
ceasefire. 

Ali Nasser, chairman of the ruling Yemen 
Socialist Parly, pledged his country would 
place “all its potentialities’' under Palestinian 
and Syrian command. He announced that a 
medical team would be despatched to Leba- 
non to help treat thousands of wounded 
commandos and civilians.

Invasion unstoppable, U.N.commander says 


NAQOURA, June 14 (AP) — The Irish 
commander of the United Nations 
Peacekeeping Force in Southern Lebanon 
said Sunday the Israeli invasion was a "mas- 
sive and regretfully unstoppable violation” of 
bis force’s mandate. 

Gen. William Callaghan also called the 
Israeli action "a violation of the entire inter- 
national structure including the Security 
Council and the General Assembly-” The 
7,000-man force drawn from 11 countries 
was deployed as a buffer between the Israelis 
and Palestinian commandos hi South Leba- 
non after Israeli troops withdrew from the 
area following a 90-day invasion inJL978. 

When Israeli forces came back eight days 
ago, their tank columns drove right through 
the barricades thrown op by the U.N. soldiers 
in a vain attempt to bait the advance. “Nine 
Dutch soldiers standing at the checkpoint 
with their rifles are not going to stop II 
Israeli tanks which il. no time grew to 150,” 
said Timur Goksel, spokesman for the 


UNTFIL. 

In an interview with the Association Press 
at the force headquarters here, Callaghan 
said, " We do not have the armaments nor the 
organization nor the mandate to be peace 
enforcers. We are peacekeepers and our 
mandate does not rail for a fight to gain 
peace.” 

The > 6\ -year-old ' general dismissed alleg- 
ations by the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion that the force cooperated with the 
Israelis when they entered areas in South 
Lebanon under U.N. control. '"This was a 
rash and emotional statement which has no 
truth in it whatsoever. The troops 
implemented ali means available to them . in 
accordance with United Nations procedures 
to stop the invasion.” 

The peacekeeping force’s mandate, 
renewable every six months by the U.N. Sec- 
urity Council, expires June 18. Callaghan 
stressed that any peacekeeping force must be 
accepted by all parties concerned. 


But despite what he called the “uncoopera- 
tive attitude from all sides," he said the U.N. 
force bad made a success of the mission. He 
noted that 250,000 civilians had returned to 
villages under the U.N. force's control, com- 
pared with only 1 ,000 who re ma/ned after the 
1978 invasion.

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Despite setbacks, Palestinians to continue fight 


BEIRUT. UNDERTSIEGE ... 

The western sector of Beirut is now under siege. 
The invader has reached the airport, and has taken 
control of the Shuwaifat, Baabda and Al Hazmieh 
approaches to the city. In other words, the interna- 
tional highway to Damascus is now cut. 

The Lebanese presidency as well as the ministry 
of defense are near Baabda. It is unclear whether 
they are under direct siege. But whatever the case, it 
is certain that both the presidency and the ministry 
are under the enemy’s mercy. 

The battle for West Beirut is shaping up, and it is 
going to be bloody on a scale which is hard to 
imagine. Water and electricity are running out. 
Medical supplies as well as hospital space are run- 
ning out. The dead as well as rhe wounded now lie 
unattended in the streets as the services have been 
overburdened to the breaking point. 

Hourly the rain of death falls on the city from 
the enemy’s land based forces, from its naval forces, 
from its air force. The Israelis’ main weapons are 
the American supplied cluster. bombs and the two 
thousand pound bombs of high explosives, which 
demolish whole buildings instantaneously and kill 
in hundreds. The defending forces fight heroically, 
and alongside the heroism there is the scarcely 
imaginable human disaster. 

No one knows how long this will go on. But 
access to Beirut from those who want to either help 
fight the enemy or alleviate the suffering of the 
people has been cut. 

Beirut is wounded. Beirut is besieged. Beirut is 
being murdered. Beirut is fighting.

U.S. military readiness raises questions

WASHINGTON — 

Thousands of tons of ammunition lie exposed to 
the weather at key U.S. depots in Europe. Bombs 
are rusting but. because maintenance facilities are 
too few and too small, warhead renovation is 
delayed. 

At Subic Bay. Philippines, one of the U.S. Navy’s 
primary ammunition bays in the Pacific, the inven- 
tory is to shambles. The navy does not know how 
many shells are there, or what condition they are in. 

Army munitions stacked in Europe are to seri- 
ously short supply. There will not be enough storage 
capacity until 1989. if then. 

Recent discussion of U.S. defense commitments 
to allies has been suffused with resentment at lag- 
ging defense budgets in Europe and Japan. In 
retaliation, influential Capitol Hill legislators want 
to “ bring our boys borne. ” But even if the GIs stay, 
and conventional war breaks out. they may not have 
enough ammunition to fight with. 

“ We have a serious problem overseas. " says 
chairman of the House Defease Appropriations 
Subcommittee Joseph Addabbo. “ But it keeps get- 
ting pushed aside. ” Former Carter administration 
assistant Defense Secretaiy Robin Pirie says : ** If 
we had to use that ammunition, we’d be scrambling 
like hell to get it into shape.” 


Such questions about U.S. military readiness 
became more significant as the Pentagon builds its 
European and Pacific stocks. Greater quantities of 
ammunition are^cing stored abroad to avoid trans- 
portation bottlenecks to the event of a war. 

A General Accounting Office (GAO) team visit- 
ing Subic Bay last year reported that an inventory 
indicated a 70 percent error rate to account bal- 
ances. A former navy ammunition expert 
explained: “ Each piece of ammunition costs several 
hundreds or thousands ofdollars apiece. When you 
lose them by the thousands or tbe tensof thousands, 
it tends to add up.” 

Keeping munitions shipshape has always had a 
low peacetime priority. “It is a very ungl amorous, 
nitty gritty item.” explains Pine, who is director for 
naval strategy, programs at the Center for Naval 
Analysis. “It used to frustrate me considerably, 
being a “nuts and bolts” man. being scooped all tbe 
time to pay for cost overruns on the F-l8s.” 
There is no political constituency pushing bard 
for munition maintenance funding as there is. for 
instance, for jet fighter construction. “You buy that 
stuff (parts and supplies) by the' yard,” says Pirie. 
“No one's congressional district is particularly 
involved. There are no program managers. And 
nobody gets their picture taken next to a nut or bolt 
when it roils off an assembly line.” 

Tbe army is now spending 535 million this fiscal 


year, considerably more than in the past, to reduce 
its backlog of UJS. and European-stored ammuni- 
tion — at one point 1 10.000 tons — needing major 
renovation. 

But while U.S. funding for overseas conventional 
munitions is up and down, contributions from 
NATO for adequate storage buildings has never 
risen beyond the niggardly. NATO cut back its 
funds for that purpose by. 50 percent in 1982. 
according to Army Chief of Staff Gen. Edward 
Meyer. No NATO funds at all are expected in 1983 
forstorage facilities. 

By tbe end of fiscal year 1 983. the U.S. Army will 
have warehouse space for only 70 percent of its 
required war reserves. The stockpile will not reach 
100 percent until at least . 1989. and only then it 
NATO loosens its purse strings. 

Important European Army depots now in use are 
leaky and creaky. “There are 24 buildings at Caer- 
went (to Wales) drily partially to use because of 
deteriorated condition,” sdys Meyer. “At Meisau 
(West Germany), 54.000 tons of ammunition is 
stored in substandard conditions.” Tbe army has 
held up repair it both sites. 

Testifying before Congress last November about 
exposed European ammunition supplies. Air Force 
Maj. Gen. Leo Marquez acknowledged : “They 
have deteriorated somewhat We are taking meas-

Open letter to Americans in Saudi Arabia 

Tbe current ferocious Israeli incursion into 
Lebanon has corroborated the fact that the Zionists 
have no intention of seeking peace with their Arab 
neighbors. They have used a peripheral event the 
attempted murder of their ambassador in London 
(which the PLO has strenuously denied any associa- 
tion with), as an excuse to invade a defenseless 
country and. in the process, murder scores of inno- 
cent women and children. 

The human tragedy is immense and we. as 
Americans, have particular reason to feel uneasy 
because it is our government's assistance, using our 
tax dollars, which has enabled the Israelis to perpe- 
trate this crime and exacerbate tensions in the Mid- 
dle East; a situation which, if pushed uncontroll- 
ably. could have serious repercussions for all of us 
living both here in the area and at home. _ 

A full-scale war is. of course, the most frightening 
and terrible prospect. Needless to say. our lives 
would become very complicated- particularly if our 
government decided to throw all of its weight 
behind tbe Israelis as ir has to the past. There are. 
however, other more subtle ramifications of 


America’s continued support for tbe Begin regime. 

First the increased tension in the Middle East, 
combined with other military flare-ups here and 
elsewhere, makes the process of world economic 
recovery much more complex. The stabilization of 
currencies, curbing inflation, and similar goals are 
virtually impossible while the potential for pro- 
found political and social upheaval is so great 

Second, and perhaps of most imminent signifi- 
cance for us. is that the American role to the Middle 
East problem couldJheoQme a point of increasing 
friction to our professional and social Eves here to 
the Kingdom. I think all of us can attest to the fact 
that in general, our Saudi hosts are quite generous 
and fair. Nowhere else to the world do “guest work- 
era” live to similar comfort and are held in such high 
esteem. True, we work bard, but the measure of 
good will on the Saudi side has been considerable. 
How long this good will can continue, however, 
would seem to be directly correlated with tbe 
friendship and sympathy we show toward Saudi 
goals and aspirations, - 

. In regard to the problem of PqJestJae these are all 
geared toward a just resolution of the current rittu- . 
.tion. This includes a vision which calls for an inde- 
. pendent Palestinian state after Israeli withdrawal . 
from all of the territory occupied to 1967 as a quid 
pro quo for the recognition of all states to the- area to 
live in peace within secure borders. This vision, by 
• the way; is virtually- identical with- the pronounce-, 
tnents of the United Nations on the subject. 


At this point you are probably asking “but what 
can I do?” The fact is that you. or rather we. the 
Americans living and working to Saudi Arabia and 
the GuK states, can do a lot Together we constitute 
a numerous and influential interest group, com- 
monly called a “lobby.” 

Furthermore, we are relatively wealthy, a fact 
certainly not lost on the current 'administration 
which is seeking support from people in our socio- 
economic bracket Yet another point for considera- 
tion is that tiie administration has already given 
some positive signs that it has finally come to under- 
stand that the Israelis have absolutely no concern 
for American interests, but are solely intent on 
pursuing their chauvinist expansionist aims. 

Therefore. I urge yoti to sit down and write — to 
President Reagan, to your congressman, to the 
newspapers, to the TV networks — and tell them 
that you want our blind support of Israel to end. 
Furthermore, you can write to your friends and 
relatives and ask them to do the same. The message 
does not have to be long or. complicated; simply, 
“please stop American aid to:IsraeL” ; -v 
In doting. I would only Stress that it is crucial that 
you act immediately — today. Ladies and gentle- 
men. time is growing short and our future and that 
of our children hang in the balance.

Filipinos harness geothermal energy

MANILA. (Depthnews) — In the frenetic 
search for alternative and indigenous energy 
resources, the Philippines gambled on geoth- 
ermal energy — and won. "It’s full steam 
ahead as far as the construction of geother- 
mal power plants is concerned.” said an offi- 
cial of the state-owned Philippine National 
Oil Company (PNOC). The country’s track 
record in harnessing geothermal power is 
indeed a revelation. 

Within a span of three short years, the 
Philippines has emerged as the world’s sec- 
ond largest producer, after the United States . 
with a total steam-gene rating capacity of 446 
megawatts (one megawatt equals 1 000 
kilowatts). 

By 19S5. however, the country hopes t« 
become the world's No. I geothermal power 
producer. The optimism is understandable. 
■‘The Philippines has a lot of hot spring? with 
enemy development potentials, said Dr. 
Arturo Alcaraz whom the PNOC describes as 
the "father of geothermal energy" in the 
country. 

Elaborating on this point. Dr. Alcaraz said 
the country .lies in the so-called "circum- 
Pacificring'of fire" which is best illustrated by 


the presence of either active or dormant vol- 
canoes. 

The ring extends from the tip of South 
America through North America. Alaska 
and around the Western Pacific through 
Japan and the Philippines to Indonesia and 
along South Asia into Southern Europe. 

^ithin this "fire belt.” there are about 50 
countries either active nr interested in geoth- 
ermal exploration. Geothermal energy is 
harnessed by drilling wells into the seething 
mass of molten rock that forms the earth's 
interior called magma. In drilling these wells, 
the aim is to bring the steam or hot water to 
the surface. 

When the pressure of the hot water is 
reduced, it flashes into a mixture of steam and 
hot water. The steam is then separated from 
the hot water and used to run power- 
generating plants. In its simplest form, hot 
springs are used to boil chickens, eggs, com 
and bananas. They are also popular as health 
resorts. 

The country's interest in geothermal energy 
dates back to the late 1950s. primarily 
through the efforts of Dr. Alcaraz. But at that 
time, his was the proverbial voice in the wil- 
derness because petroleum was cheap and 
could be had for the taking.

■■Hydroelectric and geothermal power would 
bear the brunt of this effort while the use of 
coal as industrial fuel enhances the country's 
independence from oil.” said Energy Minis- 
ter Geronimo Velasco. 

The country began using geothermal 
power commercially in July 1977 with the 
operation of a three-megawatt pilot plant in 
Tongonan. Leyte, in Eastern Philippines. But 
large-scale commercial use started in 1 979 
when the plants in Trwi and Bay. Laguna in 
Southern Luzon went into operation. 

By 1985. toe Government hopes to gener- 
ate 1 .71 8 megawatts from just six geothermal 
fields. By that time, the Philippines would 
have dislodged the United States as the 
world’s No. 1 geothermal power producer. 
“A geothermal hotshot” as one PNOC offi- 
cial proudly claimed. 

Initially, the Philippines relied on the assis- 
tance of geothermal "veterans” like New 
Zealand and the United States hi the large- 
scale development of its potentials. For. 
instance. New Zealand experts helped build 
the geothermal plants in Tiwi town. 

And with its newly acquired expertise, the 
Philippines is now confident of assisting and 
collaborating with other Third World nations 
in harnessing geothermal energy. This con- 
cept falls under the so-called technical coopr: 
e ration among developing countries ;being 
promoted by the United Nations Develop- 
ment Program. 1 ' 1 ‘ 

The on-going cooperation between the 
Philippines and Indonesia is a case in point 
According to the PNOC. Indonesian experts 
are now helping their Filipino counterparts in 
the stepped-up drilling operations for geoth- 
ermal wells. In return. Filipinos are assisting 
Indonesians in setting up geothermal plants, 
as well as advising them in drawing up con- 
tracts with interested foreign investors. 

With its near-total dependence on 
imported energy, the Philippines is exposed 
to the risks and vagaries of world geopolitics. 
This is not to mention the huge drain on the 
country’s Foreign reserves as oil prices con- 
tinue to escalate. 

Grim statistics bear out this point Until the 
oil crisis erupted in 1 973. oil imports never 
accounted for more than 13 percent of the 
total import bill. Successive oil price 
increases, however, have more than doubled 
the fraction to 32 percent by 1 980. As a 
result, the Philippines had to allocate 44 per- 
cent of its 1 980 export earnings to pay toe 
fuel bill. 

Translated into dollars. that’s a whopping 
$1.8 billion, a large chunk of which could 
have been channeled into fruitful develop- 
ment endeavors. With the full exploitation of 
its geothermal potentials and other indigen- 
ous energy sources, however, toe Philippines 
stands an excellent chance of breaking away 
from the tight grip of the energy squeeze. 
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Britain plans electronic city

LONDON. (LPS)— Milton Keynes, a new 
city for 200.000 people being built north of 
London, is to become toe practical electron- 
ics showpiece of Europe. Not only will it be 
the site of a prototype of toe electronic house 
of toe future, but plans are under way to link 
tbe entire city into an extensive communica- 
tions network using information technology 
to enhance the quality of life f° r whole 
community. 

A spokesman for the development corpo- 
ration overseeing tbe building of toe city told 
a London conference: “We aim to make Mil- 
ton Keynes the foremost city in Europe for 
the practical application of information tech- 
nology in toe work place, the bo.me and the 
community.” 

“As it is breaking new ground and employ- 
ing a coordinated approach to toe rapidly 
expanding use of. information technology in 
society, the project is stimulating interest not 
only in tbe United Kingdom but also from 
other countries.” 

The electronic house, due to be completed 
later this year, will look just like 12 other 
homes being built on a site overlooking a 
pond and cricket ground in a semi-rural part 
of the city. But inside, toe two-story, four- 
- bedroom ranch house will have every avail- 
able type of labor-saving microelectronic 
device. Aids will indude video links between 
the house arid the owner's office, access to- • 
libraries through video and fireside electronic 
shopping and banking. 

Computers will have foil control of both 
beating and lighting. Tbe household man- 
agement system will automatically store 
sbousehold accounts, recipes. shopping fists, 
freezeT and larder inventories as well as fem- 


3v messages and other useful information 
and records. The occupier can progfamdoors 
and curtains to close automatically at aoy 
given time, or order the bath to be filled to 
any temperature or depth required- 
Apart from the electronic house, the dty 
will also have an Information Technology 
Exchange which will act as a focal point 
where members of the business community 
can seek unbiased advice and information 
about all aspects of toe new technology. 

The 20.000 houses so far built are already 
linked through a coaxial cable network that 
provides a TV service to each household!. Tri- 
als are now under way to see if homes can be 
better linked via lighter, cheaper and smaller 
fiber optic cables. An initial fiber optics;trial 
involves the relay of TV programs from a 
local receiving station 1 to 18 homes. This is 
being monitored for a year by British Tele- 

com. . , 

Trials are also being earned out to see if 
household gas. electridty and water meters 
can be read remotely. Meters are modified to 
transmit signals to microcomputers, in more 
than 600 houses. The information is then sent 
by the computer via electridty cables to a 
transformer station and subsequently over 
telephone cable to the supply authority. 

' M0 ton Keynes plans to have its own view- 
data system that can be linked to existing 
national and international teletext 
databanks. In this way, local businesses can 
store and retrieve information from compu- 
■ ter banks, send messages and collect informa- 
tion from a variety of local and outside 
sources. City dwellers may eventually be able 
to consult TV screens at strategic public 
places to get information on bus and tram 
times as well as guidance on shopping and 
entertainment. ‘

PORT LOUIS. Mauritius. June 14 (AP) — 
The smashing election victory by the 
Marxist-led Mauritian Militant Movement 
puts leftists in power in a Third World Indian 
Ocean Island nation off the African coast. 

The victory also could make the U.S. naval 
base on the si ratcgic atoll of Diego Garcia the 
newest Third World cause celebre. part of an 
envisioned "zone of peace” in the region. 

The MMM routed the pro-Western Labor 
Party government of Prime Minister Sir 
Secwoosagur Ramgoolnm in national elec- 
tions Friday, winning all 61) scats and nearly 
hS percent of the popular vote. The voters 
turned out S2 -year-old Ramgoolam after 22 
years in power. 

MMM Secretary-General Paul Berenger 
and party president Aneerood Jugnauth went 
on television to promise there would be no 
vendetta against the losers. Both leaders said 
they would not accelerate plans for national- 
ization of the island's crucial sugar industry, a 
key domestic issue. 

But for the rest of the world, the strategic 
role of the Indian Ocean is the issue, with 


Diego Garcia, site of a key U.S. naval base 
1 . 1 74 miles northeast of he re. at its center. A 
Western diplomat said the issue, as in the 
Falkland Islands, is sovereignty. "Of course 
there is no way Mauritius can take it back 
from us. But they can make it yet another 
embarrassing issue in the United Nations.” 

Berenger wasted ho time in demanding the 
island be returned to Mauritius and the naval 
base be closed. Britain administered Diego 
Garcia os part of Mauritius but separated it 
from the island before its" independence in 
1968. The United States leases it virtually 
rent-free. 

“We want to carry out a diplomatic and 
legal crusade to re-establish the sovereignty 
of Mauritius over the whole of the Chagos 
archipelago.” Berenger said in an interview. 
The second stage would be for us to open 
discussions with the British and the Ameri- 
cans to get the base done away with. We 
mean to fight for complete demilitarization of 
the Indian Ocean.” 

Indian Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has 
already promised Berenger her support.

Tanzania to bring back

DAR ES SALAAM. June 14 (AFP) — 
Tanzania is to repatriate about SO of its 
nationals found in the Mozambican ports of 
Maputo and Bcira as they tried to stowaway 
lor South Africa to look for jobs at sea.

Muhammad Hamad said here Monday.

the apartment of Sergei Batovrin, a 25- 
year-old unofficial artist and co-founder of 
the newly formed organization, and later 
when group members rang- the door bell 
there. 

Western correspondents who tried to visit 
Batovrin's apartment later in the day were 
turned away by plainclothes police, who told 
them that foreigners and Russians had been 
barred from the building because of police 
work being done there. 

Correspondents who tried to telephone 
Batovrin and also Sergei Rozenoer. a 29- 
ycar-old mathematician and the group's 
other co- founder, heard a ringing sound but 
got no answer. It was not clear if either 
number was working, and Rnzenoer’s 
whereabouts were also unknown. 

Ten of the 1 1 members of the group, which 
was formed on June 4. were reported to have 
been taken to prosecutors’ offices or police 
stations Friday and Saturday and warned to 
stop their activities. All were released after 
being detained several hours. 

Group members insist they are neither dis- 
sidents nor anti-Soviet, but say the indepen- 
dent peace movement was necessary to pro- 
vide an alternative to officially sanctioned 
Soviet peace organizations. These organiza- 
tions echo the government view that the 
United States alone is responsible for the 
arms buildup. 


QUITO. Ecuador. June 14 — The shoe- 
shine boy is an inevitable fixture of Third 
World city life, a reminder of the poverty, 
degradation and seeming helplessness of 
the poor in these teeming cities. 

High up in the Ecuadorean capital. 
Quito, a remarkable project which aims to 
transform the life of these boys and their 
families is now in its eighteenth year and 
poised for a big expansion. 

It is. the Cemro del MuchachoTrabajador 
or center for working boys, founded in 1 964 
by an American. John Halligan. Working 
among the city’s estimated 10.000 shoe- 
shine boys, the project has overcome tre- 
mendous difficulties to reach a point where 
a second center has just opened and a third 
is planned. 

In the process it has had to brush up 
against the powerful US Agency for Inter- 
national Development (AID) and been tre- 
\ ated. with suspicion by the authorities. 

Sowetans freed 
from detention 

JOHANNESBURG. June 14 (Agencies) 
— All but one of nearly 200 persons detained 
for attending what police described as an 
unlawful meeting in the black satellite city of 
Soweto Sunday have been released, a police 
spokesman said Monday. 

They were attending a memorial service 
for black trade union leader Joseph Mavi. 
killed in a car crash on June 8. and two prom- 
inent members of the banned African 
National Congress (ANC). Petrus Nzima and 
his wife, who died in a car bomb blast in 
Swaziland two weeks ago. 

Police swooped on a hall where the service 
was being held. One of those detained was 
Ntatho Modana. chairman of Soweto's 
influential ‘Committee of 10.’ He told repor- 
ters he was freed after nine hours. Police did 
not identify the person still being held but 
said he would probably appear soon in court 
in Johannesburg. 

The reported detentions occurred just 
three days before the sixth anniversary' of 
bloody riots in the sprawling black township 
outside Johannesburg, where more than 500 
persons died in 1976 fighting. 

A spokesman for The Rand Daily Meal said 
two Mail employees, a reporter and a driver, 
were among those held by police. There was 
no immediate explanation for the reported 
police action. 

The South African Press Association 
reported that three reporters from The Sow - 
etan, the region’s largest Mack newspaper, 
also were among those taken to the Protea 
police headquarters in Soweto. 

The township has an official population of 
more than 700.000. but unofficial estimates 
put the total at more than 1 .25 million. Under 
the white-minority government’s system of 
apartheid (race separation), blacks are 
required to live in black townships or in tribal 
homelands.

initiative to help the poor worries the establ- 
ishment. 

“We will be a threat in the sense that we 
are educating the poor and teaching them to 
look after each other. Therefore when they 
go to work, for example, it means they will 
be active in their unions, thinking about 
other people’s interests as well.” 

She accepts philosophically that “when 
we are a big enough threat they will throw 
us out of the country. That's the story in 
Latin America — they just don’t want the 
poor educated.” 

The center's aim is to provide oppor- 
tunities for those who are prepared to make 
sacrifices to change their lives. “It’s like 
they're getting hope for the first time when 
they come here”, says Cindy, “and it's also 
the first time they get a chance to be kids. 


They go to work when they* re six years old 
and they have to be mini-adults. They need 
a chance to be children.” 

The demands on those going lu the center 
arc high. Potential recruits are sternly- 
warned that it is not a charity and that their 
behavior will be carefully watched. They 
are given a 26-page book of rules which set's 
out a strict regime . 

A third of the new members drop out. 
Those who stay are forced to save a 
specified amount of money — and they 
don't get it back if they leave. Schooling is 
compulsory and so is vocational training. 
The center runs its own schools in the belief 
that the state schools just dish out certifi- 
cates and make no real attempt at educa- 
tion. 

Work is compulsory, a daily bath is 
required, meals are offered in the center 
and must be taken on time and there is a 
scheme of “obligatory volunteerism” to 


help run the center. The aims are to instil 
discipline and responsibility, and offer suf- 
ficient education and social spirit to enable 
those in the center to climb out of the pov- 
erty trap. 

Tfte work started with boys only but 
expanded to take in their families, two- 
thirds of which have only one parent. The 
first center has about 1 00 families; the sec- 
ond now has 55 but will build up to 450 and 
they wifi take more, “using the buildings in 
shifts if need be", as new families turn up. 

Such has been the success of the center 
that AID wanted to take its work as a model 
for other schemes in Latin America. But the 
Quito team was unhappy about AID'S 
emphasis on putting large numbers of boys 
through training workshops without all the 
other conditions imposed by the center. 
"They're not interested in human develop- 
ment.” says Cindy. “They want quantity: 
we want quality.*' . j 


Giscard calls for centrist movement Deihi-Dacca talks set 


PARIS. June 14 (R) — Former President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing stepped back onto 
the political stage and called for a broad cen- 
trist movement to revive France's long-term 
fortunes. He set out a vision of a France disil- 
lusioned with socialism, turning away from 
political extremes to a new European 
centrist-liberal movement. 

Giscard d'Estaing. 56. was making his first 
major political speech since his 19S1 elec- 
toral defeat, iust as the Socialist administra- 
tion of President Francois Mitterrand was 
announcing a wage and price freeze to 
accompany this weekend's devaluation of the 
franc. 

At the center-right Republican annual 
congress. Giscard d'Estaing spoke to succes- 
sive ovations from the party which he led 
until his election to the presidency in 1 974. 
Political commentators said his speech, which 
concentrated on ideological themes and 
avoided personal attacks, was aimed at slak- 
ing out a role as a confident and credible 
opposition leader after his humiliating elec- 
toral defeat last year. 


The French, who are not due to vote for a 
new parliament until 1986 and a president 
until 1 9SS. would deliver their own verdict on 
the Mitterrand administration’s record, he 
said. 

The former president, who entered gov- 
ernment as finance minister under Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle in 1 962. reserved his most 
caustic comment for the devaluation of the 
franc within the European monetary system 
this weekend. “It is shocking for us because 
of what it reveals about the way the affairs of 
France are being run.” he said. 

The former president, who started his 
comeback with election to a local govern- 
ment council in March, compared what he 
called France's “experiment" with socialism 
to the experience of Britain under the labor 
government of Harold Wilson from 1964 to 
1 970. He said the Socialists were implement- 
ing long-discredited policies. 

He called on the small Republican Party to 
work within the broad center-right umbrella 
grouping set up in T97S largely to provide a 
power base for pro-Giscardian forces. 


NEW DELHI. June 14 (AFP)— India will 
agree to review the present agreement with 
Bangladesh on sharing the common river 
waters of the Ganges only if Dacca accepts 
this country's suggestion for linking the 
Ganges and Brahmaputra rivers. Irrigation 
minister Kedar Pande said Sunday the two 
countries would review the issue in New 
Delhi on June 25. 

The Indian proposal is aimed at increasing 
the flow of waters on the Ganges. The Press 
Trust of India (PT1) quoted Pande as saying 
Bangladesh had not yet accepted the Indian 
proposal. 

Drug gang eliminated 

AMSTERDAM. Netherlands. June 14 
(AP) — Dutch police eliminated an interna- 
tional heroin gang Saturday, an Amsterdam 
police spokesman disclosed Monday. 

Five persons, all of them Dutch, were 
arrested and 3.5 kilograms of heroin seized, 
spokesman Bob Hoornstra said. The heroin

BIS offers panacea 
for economic woes 


BASLE, June 14 (R) — The Bank for 
International Settlements (BIS), which acts 
as a bank for central banks, said Monday that 
governments should consider incomes 
policies to hold down wages and reduce into- 
lerable levels of unemployment. 

Conceding that chances for improvement 
v.j:c -frankly bleak," the bank its annual 
report blamed the sharp rise in unemploy- 
ment largely on a combination of slow 
economic growth and maintenance of wages 
ai historically high levels. 

In the 24 major non -Communist countries 
that belong to the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development (OECD), the 
total number of jobless is expected to top 30 
million soon. 

The 1 Sy-page report by the BIS reviewing 
economic trends over the past year urged 
governments to continue fighting inflation in 
order not to jeopardize the partial success 
already achieved. 

But it accused OECD countries, in particu- 
lar the United States, of failing to back up 
anti-inflationary monetary policy with 


correspondingly restrictive budget measures, 
fr criticized U.S. plans to run a budget deficit 
of around $100 billion as too lax and seri- 
ously mismatched with tight monerary policy. 

This mismatch was the main reason why 
U.S. interest rates had remained so high, forc- 
ing the world deeper into recession, the BIS 
report said. A decision to reduce U.S. budget 
deficits would give (he world economy a 
short-term stimulus, indpendent of any 
changes in monetary policy, it said. 

However, it warned governments and 
central banks to beware of taking over-drastic 
corrective action which could merely depress 
the world economy further, and called for 
measures to keep disinflation under control. 

Thus governments should be careful not to 
cut their budget deficits too early and too 
much, for fear this would aggravate recession 
in the short term. 

It also said banks should not extend their 
growing reluctance to lend to countries with 
balance of payments problems too widely and 
indiscriminately. 


Jakarta to up chemical pace 


JAKARTA, June 14 (Depthnews) — 
Indonesia has given high priority to the 
development of the chemical industry in its 
economic agenda for the 1 980s. 

The government is pouring millions of dol- 
lars into the industry, and the country's court- 
ship of foreign investors is sweetened with tax 
holidays and other incentives. 

The industry's development has acceler- 
ated in the past few years, but the present 
single-minded emphasis could preoccupy 
development planners for the rest of the 
decade. The industry covers synthetic fibres, 
fertilizers, petrochemicals, pharmaceuticals, 
cement, plastics and chemicals. 

Under the current Five-Year Plan 
(Rcpclita 111. 1979-84). the government's 
emphasis is on industrial development using 
local resources such as basic petrochemicals 
and their intermediaries. Indonesia already 
has three fertilizer plants which had a com- 
bined production of 1.8 million tons in 1979 
and two million tons in 1980. The three 
state -owned fertilizer plants are the PT 
Seiwidjaja in south Sumatra. PT Petrokimia 


Gresik in east Java and PT Pupuk Kuyang in 
west Java. 

The three plants have a combined annual 
production capacity of 2.2 million tons of 
urea and 1 50,000 tons of ammoni urn 
sulphate. 

Besides urea and ammonium sulphate, the 
three plants also produce other types of 
fertilizers like TSP. 330,000 tons; DAP, 
80,000 tons; and NPK. 50,000 tons. Two 
other fertilizer plants are undeT construction, 
one in East Kalimantan and the other in 
Aceh. Each will produce 570,000 tons a year. 

The Aceh plant is a cooperative venture of 
the Association of Southeast Asian Nations 
.(ASEAN). Indonesia will shoulder 60 per- 
cent of the financing equity with the remain- 
ing 40 percent to be shared by Malaysia, 
Singapore. Thailand and the Philippines. 

Production from the Aceh plant would be 
the main source of fertilizer supply of 
ASEAN members. Despite the construction 
of two additional plants. Indonesia does not 
predict a glut in fertilizer supply within the 
region in the next several years.

Cost shatters 
Americans’ 
home dream 

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) - Ameri- 
cans typically spent $72,000 to buy new 
homes last year, agreeing to overall monthly 
payments of $816, according to a report 
released Monday. 

The high cost of bousing ’’slammed the 
dooT on millions of would-be home buyers 
and cast a pall over the American dream of 
owning a home, said the report by the U.S. 
League of Savings Associations. 

The study found that the median home 
price rose from $58,000 in 1979 to $72,880 
in 1981. Asa result, median monthly housing 
expenses, including interest payments, taxes, 
insurance and utilities, grew from 5S50 in 
1979 to $816 last year. 

Median is the midway point in a series of 
numbeis— half are above it and half below it. 

First-time home buyers accounted for only 
13.5 percent of the home buyers in 1981, 
compared with 1 7.8 percent in 1 979 and 36.3 
percent in 1978, the report said. 

In addition to having owned a house previ- 
ously, the typical home buyer last year was 
older, at 34, and had a bigger annual income, 
at $39,196 than in 1979. Also, the buyer was 
more likely than in the past to be unmarried 
and to buy a condominium or an older home 
using a variable rate martgage to close the 
deal, the report said. 

GM plans plant 
tie-up in Tunisia 

DETROIT. June 14 (R) — General 
Motors Corporation will sign contracts in 
Tunisia with four local investors to make cars 
and lorries at a new plant in Kairouan starting 
in 1984, company sources have said. 

They said General Motors. largest car 
maker in the world, would have a 20 percent 
Stake in the joint venture, industries 
Mecaniques Maghrebi nes, to be .capable of 
assembling 2.000 cars and 4,000 lorries per 
year. 

Other partners include GM affiliate Tsuzu 
Motors of Japan with a 10 percent interest 
and three Tunisian banks and a local investor 
with 70 percent, tbe sources said.

UNITED NATIONS., June 14 
(Depthnews) — If hungry people could eat ■ 
statistical averages the world would probably 
be better fed today. 

Food production rose by an average of 3 
percent last- year against the population 
growth average of 2.6 percent; and all things 
being equal, the 20th century dream of 
“freedom from hunger might have been 
realized. 

Man has been extraordinarily successful in 
boosting food production under optimum 
conditions with irrigation, good soDs and an 
abundance of expensive fertilizers and pesti- 
cides. So far. however, he has failed to do 
much with the poorer lands where most of the 
people live and cannot afford those expensive 
inputs. He has also failed to buOd emergency 
food reserves which would help carry the 
world through tbe bad harvests and cushion 
consumers against extreme price fluctua- 
tions. 

Last year's production average was fat- 
tened by bountiful seasons in North America. 
Australia and the Far East, where yields rose , 
8.3 percent, 7 percent and 6 percent, respec- 
tively. But in the hungriest nations of Africa, 
production continued to slide against popula- 
tion pressures which continued upwards in 
excess of 3 percent. 

The projected world grain harvest for 
1982-83 is a record 1 .65 bOIkm metric toos. 
According to Norman E. Boriaug. Nobel 
prize winner and “father” of the high- 
yielding wheats which sparked the “Green 
Revolution" in the late '60s. that is enough 
cereal to build a highway of grain 17 meters 
wide and 2.5 meters deep, around the 
40.000-kilometer circumference of the 
equator with 2.000 or 3.000 kilometers to 
spare. With all that food in the offing an 
estimated 450 million malnourished people 
should be smiling this year. 

But contrary to popular belief, the richer 
agricultural nations seem to be doing less 
every year to keep those people going. 
External assistance to help developing 
nations produce more food for themselves 


has been virtually stagnant for the past three 
years. , \ V" ..." 

About SO percent eff the ..world's annual - 
food supply is consumed in tbe countries of 
production and surpluses, whether they are 
grown locally, nationally or internationally 
change hands’for top dollars. The tragedy for 
those people at the bottom of the economic 
heap is that the countries and communities 
which heed those surpluses most tend to be 
those who are the least able to compete for 
them on the open market. 

■ As Don C. Kimmel. North American rep- 
resentative for the United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO) explains it: 
“There are years like the present on where 
global harvests are good and stocks are 
accumulated by accident rather than design. 
But if we happen to have a very poor global 
harvest next' year, those stbeks will be avail- 
able to the highest bidder."

Keep off politics , U.S. tells ILO 


GENEVA, June 14 (R) — The Interna- 
tional Labor Organization (ILO) should 
beware of getting bogged down in political 
disputes. United States Labor Secretary 
Raymong Donovan said Monday. 

He also warned the 148-member body 
against what he called an orchestrated 
challenge to freedom of association, one of 
tbe ILO principles. 

U.S. officials interpreted this reference as 
criticism of Soviet attempts to hinder ILO 
investigations of Poland, where all trade 
union rights were, suspended when martial 
law was imposed last December. 

Speaking before the ILO annual confer- 
ence, Donovan said the organization should 
follow tbe Reagan administration’s example 
by concentrating on a few -priority sectors. 

The United States had earlier withdrawn 
from the ILO to 1980 because it felt the 
organization was becoming too involved in 
political disputes. Two of them — South 
Africa's apartheid system and Israeli policies 


in the occupied territories — are being’ dt 
cussed this year. *

Boeing’s plunge casts shadow over Seattle 


SEATTLE, June 14 (R) — There is an 
old adage that "as Boeing goes* so goes 
Seattle", judging from tbe condition of the 
largest city in the U.S. Pacific' northwest, 
there is a lot of truth to tbe saying. 

Tbe payroll of the huge Aerospace manu- 
facturer, which once exceeded 100,000 
employees, has dropped to about 70,000. 
and company president Malcolm Stamper 
says another 10,000 of tbe work force may 
be made redundant.

LONDON, June 14 (R) — The present 
flare-up in Middle East fighting could result 
- in a replay of the iy78 oil crisis when jittery 
oil companies rushed to build up stocks and 

prices soared, the Petroleum Intelligence 

"Weekly (PIW) said Monday. 

' The WIV, a respected New York trade 
newsletter which is also distributed in 
London, said an Arab oil cut-off was con- 
ceivable as a result of conflicts in Lebanon 
.‘and the Gulf. 

.. .’..."Hoi wars now licking at both sides of the

,/jf the 1978 oil crisis, when the Iranian 
.'.revolution oil cut-off caught the oil industry 
low in stocks." it said. 

The ensuing rush to stock oil permitted the 
Organiiratibn of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) to raise prices by about 
, . 150 percent. The stocks are now being used 


up, and the PIW said they were down to 93 
days' supply — five days better than in 1 978, 
but viewed as too close for comfort by some 
oil analysts. 

“Political events may already be out of 
control first from the balance of power shift 
in Iran’s favor in its struggle with Iraq and 
then from Israel's harsh invasion of Lebanon 
last week,” the PIW added. 

The PIW said oil producers were nervous 
about radical Iran and frustrated over what 
they perceived as the West's long-term back- 
ing for Israel. "That could conceivably trans- 
late into a cut-off or a slowdown in oil output 
— with a resulting influence on price, if 
nothing else.” 

In Basle, the Bank for International Set- 
tlements said. Monday a major upturn in the 


industrial. world's economy may run into the 
same energy problems as in the 1970s, when 
oil prices rose very steeply on two occasions. 

Enormous expansion in coal and nuclear 
energy is stiU needed if the required transi- 
tion away from oil is to be effected, the report 
said. 

It said the weakening of the international 
oil market was due in pan to destocking 
although energy conservation has gone faster 
than expected, ultimate gains may not be bet- 
ter than originally foreseen, it said. 

At what it described as a more desirable 
rate of growth and utilization of labor capac- 
ity in the industrialised world, there might be 
a need for some major OPEC producers to 
make oil available significantly in excess of 
their current revenue requirements, it said.

He has pinned his fortune firmly to this 
goal since he took over from the assassinated 
Anwar Sadat last October. Political experts 
believe he must show early signs ol achieve- 
ment if be is to maintain popular support. 

The Mubarak stamp of government dif- 
ferencify that of Sadat and of the previous 
President Gamal Abdul Nasser. One veteran 
diplomat said "Nasser dreamed of empire. 
Sadat dreamed of peace. Now Mubarak 
dreams of prosperity for the peasant." 

The import curbs have a double purpose. 
One is to reduce the crushing import bill 
which, at S8.5 billion in the 1980-81 fiscal 
year, was up 1 9 percent on the previous year 
and amounted tp twice the sum raised by 
exports. 

The other purpose is political. Mubarak 
wants to reduce the resentment generated 
among the poor by ostentatious displays of 
Western consumer goods. 

Mubarak insists the “open door" policy on 
foreign trade, initiated by Sadat in 1 974. will 
continue, but foreign investment should be 
guided into channels benefiting Egyptian 
industry and agriculture.

Citibank ups 
prime rate to 
16.5 percent 

NEW YORK, June 14 (AFP) — Citibank, 
the second-largest bank in the United States, 
lifted its prime interest rate from 16 TO J6.5 
percent here Monday, thereby aligning itself 
with the rest of the banking sector. 

On Monday, Citibank cut its prime rate, 
the rale charged by banks to their best 
customers, by 0.5 percent. But it was 
foDowed only by the first national bank of 
Boston, which since reversed the move. 

Citibank vice president Michael Callen 
said higher short-term interest rates had 
forced his bank to put up its prime rate again. 
He added that the bank feared a big increase 
in the U.S. money supply next month because 
of new tax cuts due to come into effect July 1 
and because of a forthcoming increase in 
social security payments. 

Prime interest rates settled at 16.5 percent 
in mid-March but Callen predicted that they 
would be cut to between 1 3 and 1 4 percent by 
the end of the year. 

EEC defers aid 
talks with Israel 

BRUSSELS, June 14 (R) — The Euro- 
pean Economic Community (EEC) Monday 
postponed signing a $40 million financial 
protocol with Israel in a move linked by EEC 
officials to the Israeli invasion of Lebanon. 

The five-year agreement, involving EEC 
loans granted on special terms, was due to be 
signed Monday. An Israeli spokesman here 
said the EEC council of ministers had 
informed Israel oft be postponement wii ho ut 
explanation. No new date for the signature 
had been set. he said. 

Officials at the EEC commission, which 
would also have signed the accord, said the 
commission supported the decision to delay ‘ 
the protocol. 

At a meeting, jast week, EEC foreign 
ministers condemned the Israeli incursion, 
which they called a flagrant violation of 
international law. Some countries made it 
clear they might favor some form of sanction 
to back the statement. 

Taiwan wooing 
foreign buyers 

TAIPEI, June 14 (CNA) — In order to 
encourage foreign buyers to increase their 
purchases of Taiwan-made products, the 
Board of Foreign Trade (BOFT) of the 
Republic of China will provide preferential 
status for these buyers during their stay here. 

Eligible for this status will be foreign 
buyers whose purchase from this country 
exceeds $200,000 per year, a BOFT official 
said.

Dollar records strong gains

JEDDAH, June 14 — The American dol- 
lar opened in a strong note Monday in the 
European exchanges and continued to put 
on major gains throughout the day. In the 
money markets. Eurodollar deposit rates 
remained firm after being boosted by com- 
ments from Washington to the effect that 
U.S. economic recovery would be slower 
than expected this year. 

In the bullion markets, gold prices fell 
back to $323 levels — some 54 lower than 
the Friday closing prices. Silver was also 
affected and traded around 55.98 levels 
from S6.02 on Friday. 

Monday saw an extremely quiet local 
financial market with most banks covering 
short term borrowing requirements. The 
closure of the Bahraini based banks Mon- 
day further quietened the local markets 
with little inter-bank dealings being seen. 
Local bankers stated that money market 
and exchange dealing will be “extremely 
light" at least until next Saturday. 

Meanwhile, the few rival deposit rates 
that were quoted were done so for indica- 
tion purposes only and showed little change 
in the riyal deposits. Most tenors were 
quoted at around 14-14*4 percent and even 
1 4 i.i-14% percent but with so little activity 
taking place it was difficult to assess if such 
rates would hold under dealing conditions. 


In the exchanges, spot riyal/dollar rates 
cautiously opened at 3.4300-05 but later 
fell back to 3.4295-05 in dull trading. 

The European exchanges were far from 
dull, however, and the dollar rose to record 
heights. The French franc, devalued by 10 
percent against the German mark in 
particular within the European Monetary 
System, fell sharply against the dollar Mon- 
day to trade at 6.6900 levels from 6.30 on 
Friday. The announced economic package 
measures by the French government on the 
weekend failed to stop the franc's rapid fall. 

• The Japanese yen was similarly under 
pressure and crossed under the 2 50. 0U level 
to trade at 250.10 on Monday compared 
with 248.60 on Friday. The British pound, 
affected by military clashes in the Falklands 
as well as recent interest rates cuts by the 
U.K. commercial banks, sa» the currency 
fall to 1.7640 levels from 1.7S30 on Friday. 
Some Bank of England support stopped 
the pound from falling down further. 

The German mark fell to 2.4095.2.4100 
levels in some active dealing in Frankfurt 
and European dealers reported some 
Bundesbank support for the mark. The 
Swiss franc, closely linked to the mark by 
trade, fell back in sympathy against the dol- 
lar and traded at 2.0580 from 2.03 1 0 levels. 
It remains to be seen if the dollar can sustain 
these new gains in the New York markets 
on Monday night. 


Paris changes gear to hike growth 


PARIS, June 14 (R) — The French Social- 
ists have been forced to devalue the franc a 
second time and to change economic policy 
after little more than a year in power. 

The weekend devaluation and the 
accompanying economic austerity package 
heralds the second phase of change according 
to Prime Minister Pierre Mauroy. 

But for right-wing politicians, a large sec- 
tion of international opinion and many 
economists here it shows all too clearly that a 
country cannot live beyond its means for long 
or attempt a unilateral economic recovery 
without international backing. 

Michel Poniatowski. interior minister 
under former President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing, Monday predicted a third devalua- 
tion during 1 982. to which Financial Minister 
Jacques Delors replied “ his lack of patriotism 
is well known.” 

Behind this touchiness, economists say, lies 
the fear that rigorous economic medicine 
applied to the French economy by the Social- 
ists may not work. 

Officially, economic policy objectives have 
now switched to reducing the 10 percentage 
point inflation gap between France and West 
Germany but as long as the recession lasts 
this may not prove compatible with the gov- 


ernment's desire to cut unemployment, the 
economists say. 

Delors is now banking on full support from 
the trades unions and industrial leaders to 
make a four month prices and incomes freeze 
work. He hopes to lift the freeze on industrial 
prices before the end of October if he can 
reach voluntary restraint agreements with 
industry. 

Although the franc has now been devalued 
by neatly 1 8 percent since the Socialists took 
power, economists agree that a third devalua- 
tion will be necessary if the French economy 
is not brought into line with its European 
partners. 

However, opinions vary over how soon a 
franc devaluation might come, with predic- 
tions ranging between the end of this year and 
the end of 1983. 

One economist- said that although the gov- 
ernment has now shown more determination 
in its moves to eliminate the inflation differ- 
ential between France and West Germany, the 
price and wage freeze will be little more than 
cosmetic if it is not followed up with further 
firm measures when it expires. 

Economists said they think the govern- 
ment’s target of 10 percent inflation by the 
end of 1982 will not be reached and one 
estimated 11 percent as a more likely figure.

Paletti was Trapped in his fire-engulfed 
Osella racer for more than 20 minutes after 
his car rammed the back of the stalled Ferrari 
of pole sitter Didier Pironi. 

It was only the second Formula One start 
for Paletti. who was driving for the Osella 
team. 

Pironi’s blood- red Ferrari, which captured 
the front spot in the 26 car grid with an aver- 
ace speed of 112.730 MPH (181.416 


KMPH ), burned a clutch as Pironi waited for 
the green light to dart the 70 lap race. 

Most of the cars managed to speed past the 
stalled Ferrari, but the March of Raul Boesel 
of Brazil tagged the rear of Prionis car and 
bounced off. 

Paletti" s car then slammed into the rear of 
the Ferrari and cars driven by Geoff Lees of 
Great Britain and Eliseo Salazar of Chile also 
tangled as they tried to slip past. 

The race was re-started more than an hour 
later with Pironi and Salazar in their team's 
backup cars. Lees had no backup and was 
unable to restart and the Osella team with- 
drew its other entry, driven by Frenchman 
Jean-Perre Jarricr. 


The fatality was the second on this year *s 
Grand Prix circuit. Canadian Gilles 
VITIeneuve was killed on May 8 during qual- 
ifying for the Belgian Grand Prix.”

Although a stunning blow to the Argen- 
tines. a victory over Hungary next Friday 
should put them into the second phase.

«ty of the tournament. 

After all, while naming Argentina to reach 
ic semifinals with Brazil, West Germany 


and Spain, 1 did nominate Belgium as my 
outsiders. They were as formidable looking 
as when I first saw them, and I like them even 
better now. 

The Belgian skyscraper defenders towered 
over their smaller opponents like Maradona, 
but not as cumbersome as they might have 
looked — or should have looked if the 
Argentines had shown the ability to use the 
space on the wings. With very few men from 
behind overlapping at all, the world champ- 
ions either did not have the ability to use men 
wide or did not want to take the risk of 
defenders going forward. 

1 thought the Argentines were far too pre- 
dictable in their thrusts through the jungle of 
Belgian defenders, who grouped expertly and 
helped each other as well-coached teams 
should. Mario Kempes, the scoring hero of 
1978, did not repeat the threat and did not 
appear at all sure what his role was. 

Ardiles was tireless, but I felt he should 
have playe&rh'tHe'finthornpfield to be more 
effective. As for Maradona, as 1 bad already 
said, it is not going to be easy for him to 
withstand the concentrated pressure already 
on him. And it might be said that he could use 
a little more help than he received in the 
stadium where he is destined to start a new 
career with F.C. Barcelona in the new season. 

All the same, he cannot complain that be 
was overshadowed by man-to-znan marking 


in his Worid Cup debut, and he did help the 
Belgians by playing imo their groups of 
defenders instead of around them. Nor can he 
say that the rough tackling of tbe Belgians 
was as brutal as ones we have seen in past 
World Cups. 

I hear rumors that, as well as Maradona 
signing for Barcelona, in a deal over S10 mil- 
lions. at least another six Argentine players 
are destined for Spanish and Italian clubs 
when the World Cup ends.

high hopes, Gundappa Viswanath. 


Needing another 244. runs to save the 
innings defeat, Vengsarkar, 30 not out, and 
Shastri on six, resisted the assault of Eng- 
land's fast bowlers Bob Willis and Jan 
Botham and even added 22 runs in the first 
half hour.

Huge floral Sags of the 24 participating 
countries were carried out. followed by a 
parade of the flags of alt 150 FIFA member 
nations. A runner dad in white sprinted out 
first with the Argentine banner, followed by 
Belgium’s red. black and yellow colors. 


The ce remoney feted six retired soccer 
greats, representing each nation that has won 
the World Cup. They were Franz Becken- 
bauer of West Germany, Luis Bellini of 
Brazil, Giannino Ferrari of Italy. AJcide 
“Chico" Gbiggia of Uruguay. Bobby Chari- 
ton of England and Omar Larrosa of Argen- 
tina. 

Also at the opening ceremony were 
B razilian superstar Pele and the Portuguese 
"Black Pear!” Eusebio. White-dad gymnasts 
first' formed the shape of a huge soccer ball on 
the field, then regrouped to depict the "dove 
of peace” painted by tbe late Pablo Picasso. 
The dove radiated a rainbow of colors and 
runners carried long banners of the 24 Worid 
Cup participants to it from all directions. 

The red and gold colors of Catalonia, the 
nationalistic region of which Barcelona is the 
capital, were also prominent. Around the 
Stadium. 1 ,200 police blocked roads in a mas- 
sive security operation. Body checks were 
carried out on all supporters entering the 
ground and dog- handlers were posted around 
the pitch to ensure crowd controL 


Meanwhile. Arnold Palmer survived the 
challenge of three fellow-seniors with steady 
sub-par Sunday to win the Marlboro Classic, 
his first tournament victory in a year, and a 
S25.000 first prize at Massachusetts. 

Palmer. 53. had a four-stroke margin over 
runners-up Bob Rosburg and Billy Casper, 
both collectings 1 2 300each. while Thomson 
finished with Dan Sikes in a fourth-place tie 
worth S6.750 to each player. 

In Chepstow. Wales. Australian Greg

He was the second player in the Masters’

Hundreds draseed awa 


‘Peace paraders’ held at U.N. 






NEW YORK. June 14 (AP) — Police 
arrested and dragged away hundreds of 
anti-nuclear demonstrators Monday after 
they attempted to “stop business as usual” at 
the United Nations missions of nuclear pow- 
ers. 

Thousands of black-hclmeted. nightstick- 
carrying officers were queued up outside the 
missions. Many of the protesters, singing 
“We Shall not "be Moved.” were carried on 
stretchers to make way for police buses after 
they went limp in “non-violent disarmament 
blockades.” 

The arrests came two days after a giant 
disarmament protest that drew 750.000 per- 
sons to New York's Central Park for the 
largest political rally in U.S. history. There 
were no arrests at Saturday's rally, timed to 
coincide with a special U.N. session on dis- 
armament. 

“If they prevent people from their right of 
going to work or walking on the sidewalk 
we'Q take them in.” police spokesman John- 
son Clifford had warned before Monday's 
demonstration. Three thousand officers were 
mustered as the June 14 civil disobedience 
campaign launched irs blockades beginning 
at 8 a.m. ( 1 200 GMT) outside the missions of 
the United States. Soviet Union. China, 
France and Britain. 

In addition, police dispatched teams of 
approximately 300 officers each to the mis- 
sions of South Africa and Israel, said deputy 
police inspector Robert Burke. He termed 
the two nations “hidden nuclear powers." A 
group called the Direct Action Coalition 
announced plans to blockade those missions 
at noon ( 1 600 GMT). Their action were not 
connected with the planned morning pro- 
tests. organizers said. 

At the U.S. mission Monday morning, pro- 
testers were arrested five at a time, with 


others stepping up to take their place as they 
were hauled off for booking. 

Dick Myers. 33. of Philadelphia said be 
was not afraid the arrests would hurt the 
anti-nuclear weapons cause. 

“In the past anyone who took action to 
change the status quo alienated people.” be 
said. “Martin Luther King alienated people. 
Gandhi alienated people. The Kennedys 
alienated people." 

At the British mission, dozens of protesters 
were arrested after they sat down on a 
sidewalk in front of the entrance. 

“We're doing this because they don't seem 
to be listening any other way." said Dave 
Camacho, a 24-year-old Manhattan man. 
Demonstrators at the Chinese mission car- 
ried flowers and sang. “We Shall not be 
Moved." 

Police at the Soviet mission closed a section 
of Third Avenue to traffic after more than a 
1 00 demonstrators lined up at barricades. 

The demonstrators said they were demand- 
ing that all countries dismantle nuclear power 
reactors, start disarmament by giving up nuc- 


lear weapons, swear off military intervention 
in other countries' affairs and announce to 
the assembly the immediate- steps they are 
taking in those directions. 

Later in the day. four beads of state were 
scheduled to speak at the special U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly session on disarmament. 

President Aristides Royo Sanchez of 
Panama. Chancellor Helmut Schmidt of 
West Germany- Prime Minister Anker 
Jorgensen of Denmark and Otetna AHnnadi 
of Uganda, were scheduled to address the 
1 57-nation assembly. 

The second week of the fonr-and-a-half- 
week Genera] Assembly session also includes 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan and seven 
other prime ministers. 

Giovanni Spadolini of Italy and An dries 
Van Agt of the Netherlands are scheduled to 
address the meeting Tuesday. Margaret 
Thatcher of Britain on Wednesday. Reagan. 
Hussain Muhammad Ershad of Bangladesh 
and Edward Seaga of Jamaica on Thursday, 
and Menahem Begin of Israel and Piene 
Trudeau of Canada on Friday. 


Antarctic exploitation mulled 


WELLINGTON, June 14 (R) — Dele- 
gates from Argentina and Britain faced each 
other across a conference hall Monday when 
members of the Antarctic Treaty began two 
weeks of talks on exploiting the mineral 
resources of the frozen continent. 

Chilean representative Fernando Zegeis 
told reporters before the opening session that 
he did not expect “current events" — a refer- 
ence to the Falkland^ conflict — to affect the 
conference. “In this forum, Argentina and 
Britain are acting as if they do not have any 
other problems,'' he said. 


New Zealand Foreign Minister Warren 
CoopeT told the meeting in an opening 
speech that the continuing absence of rules 
foT exploiting mineral resources could put the 
■whole Antarctic Treaty at risk. He was 
addressing delegates of 14 nations linked by 
the treaty which was formed in 1959 to retain 
the “internationalism" of the Antarctic. 

In attendance were representatives of 
Argentina, Anstralia. Belgium, Britain, 
Chile, France, New Zealand, Japan, Norway, 
Poland, South Africa, the Soviet Union, the 
United States and West Germany.

Polish cities 

WARSAW. June 14 (Agencies) — Police 
quelled street disturbances in three Polish 
cities Sunday as Poland entered its. seventh 
month under martial law. state media 
reported. The official Polish. news agency 
PAP said “irresponsible groups” 'of youths 
“clearly instigated” by extremists of the now- 
suspended Solidarity Union bad attempted 
to spark the rallies. 

PAP said the authorities halted those 
attempts in Wroclaw, southwestern^ Poland. 
Nowa Huta. the steel mill town near^Krakow 
in southern Poland.
